Thus, 
proving ’himself 'unwilling  to  abide  by 
uniform  conditions,  he  was  liable  to  a  geo 
oral  edict  of  expulsion.  Taking  gold  front 
the  claim  of  another  was  likely  to  1st  fol¬ 
lowed  by  summary  expulsion  from  th*  dis¬ 
trict..
